Avanced blithely and seated 
myself at a table where was an Am­ 
erican soldier and a British captain. 
They gave me a warm welcome and 
I was happily planning a nice dinner

had a dining car ticket, I could not 
remain. 
The American offered me his but 
the Britisher explained in French to 
no avail for the ”<rule woman” sent 
me away from the ta.S> much lo the 
amusement of the whole car. 
Later 
when I wa* sufficiently punished I 
was allowed to return—still without 
a ticket— there 
was absolutely 
no 
place to buy one; and had a fine time 
with the American and Englishman. 
At Versailles, a Frenchman and I 


literally beat it and when half way 
up the long train we had to hop on 
any place. 
He -was 
the 
dandiest 
Frenchman I have ever seen. 
We 
got along famously though he spoke 
no English and my French, to say 
the least, is. very sketchy. 
B;uk in the compartment which I 
occupied 
with 
five Frenchmen, 
I 
showed them tho pictures received 
in the Ney Year Service letter and 
they were much impressed with the 
subjects and quality of photography. 
In Paris had two weeks in the of­ 
fice of the Cinema Department and 
at last through the efforts of Mr. 
Harry Wilson (Mt. Adams Outing) 
and Mrs. Vincent and the secretaries 
at Le Mans, I was transferred to the 
soldiers* leave area department of Y. 
M. 0. A. 
Had been asked for at Chamoux in 
the Alps 
and now behold I have the 
very finest job in France. 
Ain as­ 
sistant reee ideational director at St. 
Gervais, one hour's ride from Cha­ 
monix. 
We are billeted in tht famous and 
fashionable hotels in real elegance; 
the lovely slopes are full of violets, 
primroses, daffodils and Crocuses anti 
myrtle now. 
High snow peaks loom 
all around. 
All around are trails and roads and 
perfectly adorable peasants* cottages 
and more pretentious 
chalets, 
the 
summer places of wealthy French 
people 
As for my work 
It is strenuous 
for each week come 
1,200 
husky 
doughboy* for a good time. 
Usually 
they arrive Saturday afternoon with 
packs. 
Are very tired after two or 
three days on the horrible trains and 
always disappointed 
because 
they 
had expected to go to Nice. 
Their clothe* are somewhat wrink­ 
led up, 
too, for they have to go 
through the delousing machine be­ 
fore coming here. 
However 
they 
begin to (liter up after si night’s 
*leep in a white soft bed. the first 
usually since arriving in France. 
One man said he stood at attention 
and saluted his when he saw it. By

signed ut Versailles ou the 28fh of 
June. 
I avail myself of the earliest 
opportunity to lay the treaty before 
you for ratification and to inform you 
with regard to the work of the con 
forence by which the treaty was form ­ 
ulated. 
The treaty constitutes nothing less 
than a world settlem ent. 
It would not 
he possible for 
me either to sum- 
marine or to construe its manifold pro­ 
visions in un address which must of 
necessity he som ething less than a 
treatise. 
My services and still the information 
i possess will he at. your distHisHl and 
at the disposal of your committee on 
foreign relations at any time, either in­ 
formally or in session, as you tnuy pre 
for, and I hope that you will not heal 
tate to make use of them. 
I shall Bt 
this time, prior to your own study of 
the document, attem pt only a general 
characterization of Its scope and pur­ 
pose. 


“Historical Circumstances" Control. 
In one sense, no doubt, there is no 
need that I should report to you what 
was attem pted and done at Paris.

the old order of international polities. 
Statesmen might see difficulties, hut 
the people could see none and could 
brook no denial. 
A w ar in which they 
had been bled white to beat th** ter­ 
ror that lay concealed in every balance 
of power must, not end in a mere* vic­ 
tory of arm s and a new balance.

had resorted to arm s 
must he put in chains th a t could not 
Im* broken. 
The united flower of free 
nations m ust put a stop to aggression, 
and the world must Im* given peace, 
lf 
there was not the will or the intelli­ 
gence to accomplish that now, there 
m ust he another and a final war and 
the world m ust Im* swept clean of every 
flower that could renew the terror. 
The League of Notions 
was 
pet 
merely un instrum ent to adjust and 
remedy old w'orld wrongs und *r a new 
treaty of peace, 
It was the only hope 
for mankind. 
Again and again had tim 
demon of w*ar lieen cast out of (be 
house of the peoples and the House 
swept clean by a tre aty of pence, only 
to prepare a time* when he would en­ 
ter in again with spirits worse than 
himself. 
The house* m ust now be giv­ 
en a tenant who could hold it against 
all such. 
Convenient, indeed indispensable, as 
statesm en found the newly planned 
League of Nations, they saw* it in a

They saw it as the main object 
of the peace, as the only thing that 
could com plete it or m ake it worth 
while. 
They saw it us the hope* of 
the world, and that hope they did not 
dare to disappoint.

other free people hesitate to accept 
thin great duty? 
Dare we reject it 
ami break the heart of the world? 
And so the result of the* conference 
of pone e, so far us Germ any is «on- 
cerned stands complot©.

Did you ever stop to realize 
why this is so; how the condi­ 
tion was brought about? 


It is largely due to advertis­ 
ing. 
And a big share of the 
credit belongs to newspaper 
advertising. 


Stop and think how many of 
the foods you eat, the things 
you wear and other articles en­ 
tering into your everyday life, 
you first heard of through 
newspaper advertisements. 


You will then realize what a 
part they do play, or should 
play, in your daily life. 


Read the advertisements, in 
the newspapers regularly and 
thoroughly, if you are not al­ 
ready doing so. 
They mean 
more to you than you can tell.
